His Legs Gave away 


' The prison gates swung open and 
the assassin was pushed through, but 
not before some of the crowd had 
rained blows on the officers and the 
prisoner. 
As the assassin reached 


the prison steps his legs gave way. 


Moaning and shrieking, he

•dragged to the prison office and plac- 
ed on tho settee. 
Scant ceremony 


was accorded 
him. 
The prisoners 


physician administered a 
dose of 


brandy. 
This revived him somewhat 


and the attendants ordered him 
to 


stand up.. 


Czolgosz tried to rise, but fell. to 


the floor. The keepers then strip- 
ped him and attired him In a suit of 
stripes. ' Then he was hustled to his 
cell, where he 
partially 
recovered 


from his fright and resumed his man- 
ner of stolid Indifference. 


Judge Passes Sentence 


In passing sentence upon the as- 


sassin yesterday afternoon 
Justice

"You have said according to. the 


• testimony of-creditable witnesses -and 
yourself, that no other 'person aided 
or abetted you In 'the commission' of 
•this terrible act." 
God grant that It 


may be so 
• The penalty for the 


crime for which you stand convicted is 
flxed by this statute and It now be- 
comes my duty to pass, this judg- 
ment against you.

"The sentence of the court' Is that 


In the-week beginning October ' 28, 
1901, at the place, in the manner 
and means prescribed by law, you 
suffer the punishment of death. 


"Remove the prisoner." 


Omits Appeal-to God 


The words "Remove the prisoner" 


' seemed fraught with the weight of all 


the silence that had gone before. For 
almost a minute none .In the court- 
room moved and then as the guards 
took possession of their prisoner and 
the handcuffs rattled the spell was 
broken. 
A buzz of wonder ' went 


rapidly around the room. 
Tho judge 


had omitted thn customary formula, 
with which nearly every sentence of 
death concludes "and may God have 
mercy on your soul." 


The Death Warrant 


The death warrant signed by Jus-

COUiNTRY SCHOOLS 


Mare Than 250 Applications to the 


State 'Superintendent Under 


the New School Law. 


Supt. L. D. Harvey, speaking about 


he school outlook In the state, at Mil- 
waukee yesterday said: 


"Wo of the superintendent's office, 


mve been devoting the major part 
f our time for several weeks to the 


grading cf the county schools under 
he law passed by the legislature last 
winter." 


"Wo have more than 250 appllca- 


lons for organization under the new

>repare a course of study, to make 
he schools as nearly uniform as pos- 
ilblc. 
Some of the schools have

SPEAKS IN FAINT 
WHISPERS, 


Tbe 'Condemned Man Seem. Incapable 


of Thought— llli Tongue I* »nrl/ 
P«r»ljr»ed—To Die In Week Beginning 
October 38. 


Buffalo. N. Y.. Sept. 27.—Tho last 


act of legal procedure In the trial of 
Leon F. Czolgoez was more sensational 
than the other stages, because of. the 
mental collapse of the assassin in the 
hour his doom was pronounced. He 
•was sentenced to death in the electric 
chair during the week beginning Oct 
28. 


The assassin was led Into the court 


room at 1:55 o'clock, manacled to De- 
tectlveb Geary and Solomon. His ap- 
pearance was not calculated 
to en- 


courage anarchists to emulate his das- 
tardly crime. He 
was 
sallow, un- 


kempt, and shaken mentally. Great 
beads of cold perspiration gathered In 
his face, and the detectives flinched 
•when their hands came In contact with 
bla clammy flesh. He looked neither 
to the right nor the left as ho slouched 
into tho room and dropped heavily Into 
his seat. He assumes the pose wnicn 
had characterized his every appearance 
. 
In court—sitting with his head slightly 


Slewed and his hands nervously twltch- 


Ing^jm his knees. He was professing 
a bravjujo, but his agitation was no- 
ticeable tb>every one In the room. The 
vacant stare'was gone from his eyes 
and was succeeded by a nameless ter- 
ror, which clotted his brain until It'all 
but refused to act. He was horribly 
afraid. 
Court was opened with the 


usual formality, 
and Czolgosz 
was 


eworn. The answer to the conventional 
questions put by the district attorney 
.were secured with great difficulty. 


Seem* Incapable of Thnught. 


The murderer seemed incapable of 


thought. The simple question of his 
age bad to be repeated to him three 
times before he could mumble an an- 
swer. His tongue was all hut para- 
lyzed. He spoke in 
faint 
whispers, 


hardly audible to the man standing 
at his side. 


He constantly mopped the cold per- 


• splratlon from his face. There was no 
tremor In his voice. His terror was be- 
yond that evidence of nervousness. His 
facial muscles were under full control. 
"When given opportunity to make a 
statement he mumbled that he had no 
accomplices. It was with superhuman 
effort that he managed to make his ex- 
planation exculpating all others from 
complicity, but he had to perform the 
last instruction of his anarchist pre- 
ceptors. 


Sentence I» I'ronoimevd. 


The sentence of the court was sol- 


emnly pronounced and the .assassin 
•was led out of the court room through 
the "tunnel of sobs" to the jail. The 


k 
arrangements to remove the assassin 
to Auburn prison, where he will be 
electrocuted, were well planned, and 
successfully carried out. At 9:45 o'clock 
a special car was backed to a point 
northwest of the Terrace station and 
hut A few rods distant from the jail. 


• There was no crowd around to inter- 
fere with the fourteen deputies who 


i' 
hustled him out of the Jail and into 


' 
the coach. The car was then attached 
to a regular train on the Central, due 
to arrive at Auburn at 2:12 a, m. Just 
before the train pulled out Czolgosz 


| 
was seen smoking.a cigar. In a seat 


' 
with the prisoner was Jailer Mitchell, 
; 
and In the opposite seat, facing them, 
•were the keeper of the penitentiary 
and Deputy Sheriff Hugh -Sloan, the 
oldest and most experienced deputy

sheriff in the county. The other guards

.were seated in front and back of him 
and on the other side of the car di- 
rectly opposite his seat. These precau- 
tions were taken because the authori- 
ties received word from some source 
that the sheriff might encounter con- 
siderable difficulty In getting the prls-

oner to Auburn. Just what sort of trou- 
ble was feared could not be learned, 
but great care was taken that no ad- 
vance news of the departure of 
the

train was telegraphed along the line.

When Czolgosz was asked If he had 


I 
any reason 
to 
give why sentence 


•hould not be pronounced against him, 
he did not reply, and Justice White; 
addressing the prisoner, said: 


"In that behalf, what you have a 


right to say relates explicitly to the 
subject In hand hero at this time, and 
which the law provides, why sentence 


I 
should not now be pronounced against 
you, and Is defined 
by the statute. 


The first Is that you may claim that 
you are Insane. The next Is that you 
have good cause to offer either in ar- 
rest of the judgment about to be pro- 
nounced against you, or for a new 
trial. Those are the grounds specified 
by the statute In which you have a 
right to speak at this time, and you 
are at perfect liberty to do as you 
. wish." 


The prisoner replied: 
"I have nothing to sny about that" 
The court said: "Are you ready?" 
Mr. Penney replied: "Yes." 
"Have yon anything to say?" asked 


Justice White. 


"Yes," replied the prisoner. 
"I think he should bo permitted to
